'Will  have  a  technical  existeuee  only 
until  the  individual  growers  thetn- 
seiveij  have  acquiesced  in  the  iictioii 
This  acquiescence  will  piobably  !i;ivi 
effect  in  the  sale  of  a  vast  ([iiaiitii.v 
ol"  tobacco  Moiid;  \  ,  a-  the  }^-i)\vc'i - 
lire  i'elea>cd  of  all  oblijialion. 

Pas.<in}>:  willi  the  Burley  pool  • 
is  the  independent  pool  lunched  in 
Geor}reti)\vn  la*t  Wednesday.  By  a 
declaration  htaat  to  the  meetiiifi:  here, 
the  founders  of  the  new  movemeni 
oonciir  in  the  course  forced  upon  the 
Burley  Board. 

Ill  a  statement  prefacing  the  i ev- 
olution. President  Lel'.r-;  ontlined 
what  may  be  the  p.>lic»-  i.t  the  I'miiU'v 
Tobacco  iSociety.  lie  \va>  vociler- 
jusly  applauded  when  he  let'erred  to 
a  possible  cut-out  of  the  1911  cion 
and  said  that  those  in  the  19C9  p^ol 
should  demand  a  fair  pi  ice  for  ih  - 
1909  crop  even  if  tliey  had  to  hold  it. 

The  only  speech  of  a  sesieion  con- 
tinuing until  mid-niffbt  was  delivered 
by  Col.  Joel  B.  Fort.  He  made  a 
very  bloquent  presentation  '  df  thv 
positiffi^ of  the  jfrowers,  i$ayinK  that 
iiriTimr  flilMi  JujM  i1  to  refarea^t,  but 
th.it  they  would  n9(@r  consider  sur- 
render. 

The  call  to;-  the  cxtraonlinary  >o.-- 
sion  was  unexpected.  In  t  xplaiiatioii 
of  the  call.  President  I  clla-  -I  'ted 
that  the  lloodinj:  i  f  the  coi-ntiy  bv 
trust  buyers  and  ihcir  sucess,  had 
decided  several  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committae  Friday  that  to  re- 
lease those  in  the  pool  man  the  only 
just  course.  It  'w»s  agreed  to  wait 
until  Saturday  for  further  deviebp,' 
ments.  Reports  continued  discour- 
agius,  and  the  Ezecutiye  Committee 
resolved  to  c:ll  the  District  Board 
t Olid  her.

"Since  it  h;<>-  been  leport'd  to  us 
that  larjre  nunibei>  of  t(d)acco  grow- 
ers outside  of  the  pool,  especially  in 
the  so-called  Blue  Grass  counties, 
are  selling  their  1910  tobacco,  and 
that  the  buyers  are  paying  from  12 
cents  j»or  pound  up  without  even  eee- 
ins:  the  cr(>]>s,  and  paying  no  atten- 
tion wl'.atever  to  the  (piality,  we  feel 
it  our  duly  a>  repre-entatives  of  the 

tij>a(        pooler.-  of  the  lftl<»  cro|i  tc 

n<iw  recoTuiuerid  the  deelarin;;  of  the 
said  liMP  po(d  off  so  far  as  our  au- 
thority extends. 

"We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 
n\'ould  be  unjust  to  those  who  have 
been  so  loyal  for  the  past  four  years 
and  who  by  their  saerifiee  and.  alle- 
gian.  e  have'made  the  tobacco  mar- 
ke..  In  hold  them  while  the  opposi- 
liou  tr.ke-.  advantage  of  the  situa- 
tion. 

"Our  judunu'iit  iu  tiiis  matter  i- 
ba>ed  ujion  exi-tin;::  condition-  and  a> 
re|»re>»'nlative>  (»f  the  people,  we  feel 
it  our  imperative  duty  to  u-c  what- 
ever power  we  posses-  to  relieve  (uir 
loyal  friend.s  of  any  obliiratioii  in- 
curred by  siKiiiQK  the  191U  pooliu}: 
contracts." 

IJefore  action  was  taken  on  the 
rexdntion.  ret)orts  were  heard  from 
all  county  (diairmen.  Without  excep- 
tion they  took  the  view  that  the  ont- 
i,Md<  \\as  hop>de-s  a-  a  ie>nli  of  tin' 
intlux  of  tiu-t  bviyer-,  who.  tlu-y  re- 
l>orted.  were  floodinjr  the  country  like 
a  tidal  wave,  buyin-:  crop-  without 
even  inspecting  the  .-ame.  'fhc>e  ex- 
elusions  Iwid  demoralized  the  pool- 
ing rallies  called  for  Saturday. 

President  LeBus  acknowledged  the 
necessity  of  retreat  with  character- 
i-tic  irameness,  and  looked  to  the 
future  with  uncompromising  resolu- 
tion. "We  are  forced  to  ba<'k  track, 
but  only  to  jict  n  -tron_'-er  foolhohl." 
he  decdareU.  "Toniiiht  the  i>atri.>t 
s;els  on  e(pu'l  term-  with  the  dumpt'r. 
lie  has  a  like  oppoitunitv  to  Jispo.-e 
of  the  1910  crop  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage. I  hope  that  you  will  de- 
mand a  fair  priee  for  your  1909  to- 
bacco, and  if  neeesBary,  hold  it  in- 
definitely. If  it  beoomes  imperative, 
the  1911  crop  can  be  cutout  from 
border  to  border."

SPRINGFIELD,  Mo.,  Oct.  17.— 
Stanley  Ketchell,  champion  middle- 
weight pugilist  of  the  world,  died 
here  Saturday  night  at  7:05  o'clock, 
as  a  re-ult  of  being  shot  by  Walter  A^ 
lliirtz,  a  ranch  hand. 

The  shooting  ^ook  place  ou  the 
ranch  of  H.  1*.  Dickersoii,  a  friend  of 
Ketchell,  neai"  Coiiwiiy,  40  'miles  east 
of  here.  An  hour  before  he  died 
Ketchell  regained  consciou-ne-s.  lli> 
condition  soon  took  a  decided  change 
for  the  worse,  however,  and  he  died 
quiekly.  Tlie  pui^list  died  in  a  Spring- 
field hospital,  where  he  had  been 
ru.s;Iied  r.fter  arriving  here  from  Con- 
way (Ml  a  siK'cisU  trai«,  chartered  by 
Dickersoii.  j 

Three  physicians  were  on  the  .-pe< 
ial.    .\n  operation  was  performed  at 
the   ranci.   house  in   the  attempt  to 
locate  till'  bullet.     It  wa-  not  found.
